As the disease 
has been widely spread through- 
out the Colony irrespective of the 
different sources of water supplied 
to different. parta of the Colony 
and, us the majority of those in- 
fected had their milk from, +the 
Hongkong Dairy Farm, attention 
was early directed to the milk 
supply being the cause, of the 
epidem Milk may be con- 
‘ood “in private™ 
houses, by ¢arriérs employed in a 
dairy. , It may also be contaminat- 
ed by the use of, contaminated 
water used for cleaning milk. pails 
and dairy machinery. It may also 
be contaminated by the use of 


_ typhoid fouled water to adulterate 


the milk, but this appears to have 
no application in the’ present 
epidemic. The Hongkong Dairy: 
Farm derives its water supply 
from Pokfulam reservoir and the 
water is unfiltered. It is true that 
the Dairy Farm Company has its 
own so-called filter, but this ie in

The incubation period of typhoid 
fever ix so long—two to three
